Pear Grades 


Order Made 


Codling Moth Damage Of 
5 Per Cent Above Grade 
Standard To Be Approved 


SACRAMENTO —An order effect- 
ive establishing the grade and size 
of fresh Bartlett pears shipped 
within California this season was 
announced today by the State De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The regulation was recommended 
by the Fresh Bartlett Pear Advis- 
ory Board. 

The grade regulation provides 
that no pears below U. S. Com- 
bination Grade may be shipped. The 
minimum size is fixed at 180 pears 
in a standard pear box. 

Tolerance approved in the order 
permit five per cent codling moth 
damage in addition to the tolerance 
allowed in the U. S. Combination 
Grade. 

Pears shipped under the provision 
for the additional five per cent tol- 
erance shall be fumigated with the 
methyl bromide gas according to 
regulations of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

To provide funds for the admin- 
istration of the Fresh Bartlett Pear 
Marketing Order, the Department 
announced that assessment rates 
had been established as follows: 

One and a half cents per stand- 
ard pear box; one and a half cents 
per San Francisco, or one way lug; , 
three-fourths of a cent per Los An- 
geles lug; and upon other contain- | 
ers proportionately by weight. |

“On the 
other hand, I do not believe the 
United States can be safely pro- 
tected by a purely passive or de- 
fensive defense.” 

He denied that he was a “war-- 
monger,’ as some isolationists have 


| charged, and added that his “sole 


objective is the defense of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

Stimson advocated compulsory 
military training and service for 
Americans, both to obtain men for 
defense forces and to emphasize to 
every family the dangers of the 
present world situation.
